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Police Beating Suspect Headed 
For Trial After Touchy Hearing 


By Will Tizard 


Scott Schasker, the former El Cerrito patrol offi- 
cer accused of beating and kidnapping a homeless 
man, will be tried in Superior Court, a judge ruled 
Tuesday. The case was sent to trial despite repeated 
disturbances that nearly eliminated a key pros- 
ecution witness. ‘ 

Contrasting often incoherent testimony from the 
alleged victim was an account related by former El 
Cerrito Officer Martin Knight, who was at Pt. 
Isabel during the reported beating. Bay Municipal 
Court Judge Garrett Grant ruled at Schasker’s pre- 
liminary hearing Monday and Tuesday that there 
was sufficient evidence of three felony counts and 
one misdemeanor count against the former officer 
to merit further court action. 

Schasker is accused of handcuffing Grigsby in 
the early morning hours of Aug. 3, beating him 
with a metal flashlight, driving him out to Pt. 
Isabel in Richmond and forcing him to walk into 
the Bay. 

At the hearing, Schasker’s defense attorney, Mi- 
chael Rains, tried several times to have Grigsby’s 
eyewitness account of the beating stricken from the 
record on the grounds that Grisgby was intoxicated 
while testifying and was deliberately withholding 
facts. 

“‘The witness has gone on rambling,’’ said Rains. 
“The testimony ... is largely non-responsive to my 
questions,’’ he added, accusing Grigsby of coop- 
erating only when the hearing seemed to be going in 
his direction. 

For his part, Grigsby repeatedly mocked the va- 
lidity of Rains’ line of questioning, prompting 
Grant to allow several hour-long recesses for cool- 
ing off. ‘‘I don’t want to answer and nothing else 
from you will I answer,” said Grigsby in response 


to one question from Rains. His testimony often 
lapsed into incoherent ramblings at Tuesday’s hear- 
ing. 

= warned that if there were any further dis- 
ruptions, all of Grigsby’s testimony would be 
stricken. After Grant’s warning Richmond 
NAACP President Lee Howard was allowed to sit 
in the empty jury box, close to Grigsby in order to 
calm him down. 

At one point Grigby’s aunt, Doris Parrish, ap- 
proached from the rear of the court room to help 
Howard dissuade Grigsby from walking off the 
witness stand in frustration. 

Deputy District Attorney Larry Barnes defended 
his witness, saying Grigsby was emotionally over- 
taxed by what he saw as a double standard: ‘‘When 
(Grigsby) does wrong, he goes to jail. When the 
man that harms him does wrong, he isn’t going to 
jail. He’s here.”’ 

Grigsby testified that he was sitting outside 
CyBelle’s Pizza in El Cerrito about midnight on 
Aug. 3 when, ‘‘(Schasker) kidnapped me and took 
me to Pt. (Isabel). He beat me,’’ using a metal 
flashlight, he said. 

“I thought I was en route to the jail house,”’ said 
Grigsby, adding that he never would have gotten 
into the squad car if he had known he was headed 
to Pt. Isabel. Grigsby said several times that he was 
convinced Schasker meant to kill him 

“He kicked me some more and beat me and hit 
me in the head,”’ said Grigsby. ‘‘He made me walk 
into the Bay.” 

Grigsby explained repeated inconsistencies in his 
testimony by saying he was dazed during the beat- 
ing from blows to the head. *‘Stunned is not the 
word,”’ he said to Rains. ‘‘I was pretty hurt, sir.”’

Samuel L. Treese, former 
deputy fire chief, is the new chief, 
the fire district announced Fri- 
day. The board of directors for 
the district has yet to choose a 
deputy fire chief to replace 
Treese. 


Markert, 46, resigned Nov. 10. 
He said he regrets having to leave 
his post, but he has no choice. His 
physician told him to find a less 
stressful job, Markert said, 
because he has a cardiovascular 
condition. 

“T’ve been doing it so long,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There hasn’t been one day 
I haven’t enjoyed working here.’’ 

The job of fire chief was 
stressful, Markert said, because 
he had the responsibility of runn- 
ing a small business as well as 


watching out for the community’s 
welfare. As chief, he managed the 
district’s $1.2 million annual 
budget, 16 employees, and stayed 
on call 24 hours a day. 

Markert said he will look for a 
new management position involv- 
ing computer work. 

Treese said he realizes the new 
job is stressful, ‘‘But I can’t 
worry about it. I’m heeding his 
advice and trying to change my 
lifestyle.”’ 


The Kensington Fire District is 
supported by a tax residents voted 
for in 1973.

Garbage Rate Hike Sought

EL CERRITO - The City 
Council will hold a public hearing 
at its meeting Dec. 19 to discuss a 
proposed increase in garbage col- 
lection fees by East Bay Sanitary 
Company. 

The requested 7 percent. in- 
crease would be the first since a 
temporary increase, based on liti- 
gation costs, was granted in June 
1987. A staff report prepared by 
interim City Manager Dan Givens 
indicates that East Bay Sanitary’s 
operating costs continue to. rise 
due to increases in union wages, 
workers compensation and con- 
tinued litigation costs. 

The study concludes that if liti- 
gation is not settled by June 30, 
1989, even the proposed increase 
would not be sufficient to cover 
operating costs. The staff report 
recommends that the council 
grant the increase, but does not 
take a position on whether the 
city should pay for the study to 
determine if a fee increase is justi- 
fied, or charge half the study cost 
to East Bay Sanitary. 

The new fees would raise the 
charge for one can of garbage 
from $8.40 to $9 and the charge 
for two cans of garbage from 
$12.60 to $14.50. The rate in- 
crease would add about $3,000 to 
the city’s coffers from increased 
franchise fees. 

A_ public forany on another 


matter at Monday’s meeting pas- 
sed unnoticed by El Cerrito resi- 
dents. The forum to discuss the 
city’s search for a new city man- 
ager elicited comments from four 
residents, three of whom were at 
the meeting for other reasons. 
Two representatives from the 
search firm Shannon and Associ- 
ates led the forum, asking those 
present what types of experience 
and attributes they would like to 
see in a new manager. The re- 
sponses were remarkably similar 
to answers councilmembers them- 
selves had given at an earlier ses- 
sion. Agreed-upon attributes in- 
cluded an appreciation of a di- 
verse community, a willingness to 
listen and build consensus, and 
integrity. Specific competencies 
mentioned included solid experi- 
ence in redevelopment and muni- 
cipal finance. 

“We want someone who is in- 
terested in the city, the citizens, 
and the business of El Cerrito, 
someone who can get along with 
the community,’’ said one man. 
Another suggested, ‘‘It would be 
nice to get an older, more mature 
person interested in putting down 
roots who looks at this job as be- 
ing the capstone of his career, 
rather than a stepping stone.”

Miller, 
who was being trained on the El 
Cerrito Plaza patrol by veteran 
Explorer Jorge Siu, admitted, 
though, that it was still her first 
night.

Kids are clamoring for violent 
video games, old standby Barbie 
dolls and miniature cars this 
season as the Christmas shopping 
blitz hits local toy stores. 

At Toy Go Round, a Solano 
Avenue store that sells new toys 
and used toys on consignment, 
co-owner Kerry Liliedahl said 
parents are snapping up the tradi- 
tional playthings. 

“The classics are still really 
popular,’’ Liliedahl said. 

If the store’s sales are any in- 
dication, Santa’s sack this year 
will be bulging with such old time 
favorites as Dr. Seuss books, 
Lego toys, Lincoln Logs, the 
Candyland board game, baseball 
cards, wooden rocking horses, 
painting easels and the ubiquitous 
Barbie. 

In addition, Masters of the 
Universe dolls — plastic galactic 
gladiators inspired by a Saturday 
cartoon (or is it the other way 
around) — are still high on the 
wish list of many children,

As an Explorer, Miller could be 
called on to help secure the scene 
of a violent crime, as Explorers 
were two weeks ago when an El 
Cerrito woman was stabbed to 
death on Central Avenue. Or she 
may spend the better part of late 
December hauling Christmas 
trees tothe ECology recycling 
center for one of the post’s an- 
nual fundraisers. 


Explorers also act as witnesses 
when prisoners are transported to 
the county jail in Martinez, riding 
along in the shotgun seat in case 
prisoners should claim they were 
beaten en route, said Siu. 


It’s anybody’s guess what an 
Explorer will be called on to do 
next. They function as clerks, se- 
curity forces, police informants, 
gofers and students of criminal 
law. “‘It gives them a chance to 
get out and get career choice 
rather than sitting at home and 
watching it on TV,’’ said Officer 


Michelle Baran, the post adviser. 


Explorers receive no formal 


training, but the ‘‘paramilitary’’

Discounts Unlimited caters to 
its San Pablo and Solano avenue 
neighborhood.

One such deadline is of im- 
portance to small corporations 
planning to liquidate. The 1986 
law repealed the General 
Utilities Doctrine which allow- 
ed corporations to liquidate 
without paying tax at the cor- 
porate level. Under a transi- 
tional rule, qualifying corpora- 
tions valued under $5 million 
can still avoid the corporate 
level tax if they complete their 
liquidation by Dec. 31, 1988. 
Corporations valued between 
$5 million and $10 million 
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more as of Aug. 1, 1986. With 
the filing of their 1988 tax 
returns, these individuals can 
elect to have this grandfathered 
amount exempted from the ex- 
cise tax. While this election 
could save some taxpayers 
thousands of dollars in taxes, it 
will not do so for everyone. 


Taxpayers in this situation 
should do the necessary tax 
planning to get the best results 
in their own individual 
circumstances. 

New rules on discrimination 
in employee benefit and retire- 


will be required to include ad- 
ditional amounts in income. 
Though some of the rules may 
be eased, companies with 
retirement or employee benefit 
plans should be getting details 
and advice on necessary plan 
amendments. 

Another deadline is of im- 
portance to taxpayers who 
have large sums in a pension 
plan or IRA. The 1986 Tax 
Reform Act assesses a 15 per- 
cent excise tax on annual or 
lump-sum distributions from 
retirement plans when they ex- 
ceed certain amounts.

During the readathon, students 
took turns reading from J.D: 
Salinger’s Catcher in the Rye, the 
classic novel about an adolescent 
unable or unwilling to cope with 
growing up in the phony and 
pretentious world of adults. 

One peer counselor who had 
read the book before said he iden- 
tified with the its central 
character, Holden Caulfield, who 
had a seeming fixation on death} 

“Sometimes I have a greater 
fear of living than dying,’’ the 
Albany High student said. He ad- 
ded, ‘‘If anything, I should be the 
one seeing the peer counselor.’” 

He said he identified with the 
themes of phoniness and isolation 
expressed in Salinger’s novel. ‘‘] 
feel isolated all the time,’’ the stu- 
dent admitted. ‘‘There’s so much 
pressure and you feel as if you 
can’t deal with it.’’ 

He said he also resents the 
phoniness in many people, 
especially their pretentious way of 
dressing. 

The student, who felt more 
comfortable talking outside of the 
peer counseling group, said he 
had seriously entertained 
thoughts of suicide. Luckily, he 
told friends of his suicidal 
thoughts and they got help for 
him. 

“One of my friends cared 
enough,”’ he said with an obvious 
sign of appreciation. He said his 
love for his parents, and the pain 
he knew they would have to en 
dure, prevented him from ending 
his life. 

The student said he sym- 
pathizes with other students whc 
find it difficult to talk about thei) 
problems. ‘‘It is so hard to ge 
somebody to open up. That’s sc 
true,’’ he said.

California Chamber-sponsored 
legislation to provide immunity 
for volunteer directors and of- 
ficers of certain non-profit 
associations will take effect Jan. 
1, 1989. 

SB 1755 provides protection for 
good faith but negligent decisions 
made by volunteers of organiza- 
tions incorporated under sections 
Of the Internal Revenue Code. 
"To qualify for the protection, 
the non-profit group must carry 
general liability coverage. The 
amount depends on the size of the 
froup’s budget.

abandoned an earlier plan that in- 
cluded retail space in the struc- 
ture. Redevelopment Agency 
members opposed that plan be- 
cause the project faces a residen- 
tial area. Mayor Jean Siri noted 
the irony of fighting agaist retail 
space at Del Norte when the agen- 
cy has fought in vain for such 
space elsewhere. 


The Del Norte structure is 
necessary because of increasing 
parking congestion in surround- 
ing neighborhoods, said Dale 
Fausil, manager of station access 
planning for BART. In 1983 
BART provided 1,500 parking 
spaces, about 100 fewer spaces 
than were needed, he said. BART 
now provides more than 1,600 
spaces, yet about 450 cars still 
routinely park in surrounding 
neighborhoods, ‘‘so we haven’t 
even remotely been able to keep 
up with demand,”’ he said. 


Initially the BART board 
committed $10.2 million to the 
project. Passage of Measure C in 
November created an additional 
$5.5 million, but Fausil assured 
the Redevelopment Agency that 
“there is no intention on BART’s 
part to reduce our (financial) 
commitment to the project.’’ He 
said the board is comtemplating 
using the $5.5 million to improve 
parking at the El Cerrito Plaza 
station, but that no decision has 
been made. 


The Redevelopment Agency 
also urged BART representatives 
to try to finish the structure be- 
fore the I-80 improvement project 
begins, since that work is bound 
to increase congrestion on San 
Pablo Avenue.

Can you tell me what the dif- 
ference is between regular 
oatmeal and quick or instant 
oatmeal?

A timely question now that the 
chill of winter is near.

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Seismic survey doesn’t 
shake up any officials

EL CERRITO -- The house 
under construction on Wildcat 
rive was about half finished 


hen the soil under the founda- 
tion gave way and the house col- 
'spsed. The owners of the resi- 
lence sued, claiming the city was 
at fault for allowing the house to 
be built on unstable land. Last 
month the court ruled in favor of 
the city, ending a lengthy court 
battle. 

Although no other incidents 
have been as dramatic, the slide 
on Wildcat Drive was not an 
anomaly. Most housing now be- 
ing built in El Cerrito is in the 
hills near the Hayward and Wild- 
cat fault lines, where landslides 
are not uncommon. 

Although most new housing is 
built on slide areas that have been 
shored up, two requests for build- 
ing permits currently being con- 
sidered do not propose to repair 
unstable soil. This prompted the 
development of more rigorous 
soil testing requirements in order 
to protect the city from future li- 
tigation, said a staff report by 


interim City Manager Dan Gi- 
vens. 

On Dec. 5 the El Cerrito City 
Council voted to amend existing 
zoning and subdivision ordinan- 
ces to require submission of soil 
reports before any new building 
permits are issued for de- 
velopments in the El Cerrito hills. 

Such an amendment is also a 
response to a recommendation in 
the Tri-City Seismic Safety Study, 
produced by El Cerrito, Rich- 
mond and San Pablo in 1973. 

In related action, on Nov. 28 
the council approved an amend- 
ment to the El Cerrito building 
and construction code, creating a 
Seismic Hazards Identification 
Program. This program requires 
that structurally unsound build- 
ings be identified, owners and 
tenants be notified, and owners 
be required to submit a plan for 
stabilization. 

The amendment is consistent 
with the state’s 1986 unreinforced 
masonry law and provides : enal- 
ties of $500 or a maxim .m six 
months in jail for each yiolation 
of the regulations.

Saving buildings not urgent Police brutality case places the press on trid

ALBANY -- An emergency or- 
dinance that would have set 
restrictions on building demoli- 
tions fell one vote short of being 
immediately enacted by the City 
Council Monday night, amid ap- 
parent skepticism over the true 
urgency of such an ordinance. 

The proposed emergency addi- 
tion to the city code would have 
immediately prevented the tearing 
down of commercial buildings, 
apartment complexes, houses and 
other structures without a special 
demolition permit. 

Developers or homeowners 
would also be barred from 
destroying existing buildings 
without first obtaining a building 
permit, which, in effect, man- 
dates a replacement structure. 
This also means a_ potential 
developer would have to clear a 
proposed project with the city’s 
Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion before a demolition permit 
could be issued. 

Although the ordinace failed as 
an emergency measure, coun- 
cilmembers approved it for a se- 
cond reading slated for the next 
council meeting, which will again 
be held at the Senior Center 
because of remodeling work at 
the council chambers. 

Four councilmember votes 
were needed to approve the pro- 
posed demolition ordinance in its 
urgency form. But with Coun- 
cilmember Robert Nichols absent 
for the vote because of work- 
related reasons, Vice Mayor 
Henry Kruse’s dissenting vote 
prevented the ordinance from 


taking immediate effect. Three 
councilmembers voted in favor of 
the urgency measure. 

Kruse, however, joined the 
other councilmembers in approv- 
ing the proposal for a second 
reading, which is standard for or- 
dinances without urgency 
provisions. 

The second reading will give the 
planning director and city at- 
torney time to iron out some 
kinks in the proposed ordinance, 
which some councilmembers 
pointed out would prevent pro- 
perty owners from tearing down a 
building and leaving the lot as 
open space. 

Albany resident Evan Flavell 
spoke out against the proposal, 
claiming the ordinance would in- 
fringe upon property owners’ 
rights for fair control over their 
property. 

According to Planning Director 
Claudia Cappio, the city currently 
has no authority to prohibit 
demolition of buildings beyond 
“health and safety factors’’ pro- 
vided for in the Uniform Building 
Code, which is widely accepted as 
the minimum standard by cities 


across the country. But as Cappio- 


noted, the UBC does not set 
policy requirements for approv- 
ing, or denying, demolition 
permits. 

The planning director argued 
that the city has no authority to 
prevent the ‘‘arbitrary’’ destruc- 
tion of buildings without regard 
to community impact. She said 
the ordinance would ‘‘ensure that 
no buildings are unnecessarily 
removed.”’

rate fuel economy returns. Now 
they are manufacturing similar 
sized family sedans which deliver 
excellent fuel economy. 

The first generation front wheel 
drive Bonneville was certainly a 
breakthrough for Pontiac after so 
many years of big rear wheel drive 
cars. The basic Bonneville’s open 
road manners were very pleasant 
in that it would effortlessly tour 
all day, letting its occupants ride 
in a quiet and comfortable at- 
mosphere. The suspension setting 
was appropriate for such a vehicle 
and found favor with those of us 
who prefer to put a soft ride 
under them. 

The SSE has changed the cards 
in the deck. It comes with a hefty 
package of suspension modifica- 
tions which have turned a pussy- 
cat into a full grown mountain 
lion. Even with the 67-33 front 
weight bias the SSE, with its huge 
low profile P215/60R16 Goo- 
dyear Eagle GT-4 steel radials, 
grips the road like a high speed 
limpet.

also part of the reason why the 
SSE handles so well. 

Even with its rather firmer and 
harder ride the SSE offers a nice 
solid package. The suspension is 
unique to the SSE and it includes 
ABS brakes, variable ratio power 
steering, re-rated firmer springs, 
larger 32mm front anti-roll bar, 
electronic load leveling and the 
super Goodyear tires. 

On back country roads it ac- 
commodates most winding turns 
with ease even when the road 
turns into a twisty off-camber 
surface. The Bonneville SSE stays 
with the steering input without 
losing its handling edge and in the 
wet the front drive assembly 
seems in tune with the balance of 
the SSE. 

Down the back straight at 
Watkins Glen raceway, I found

that running flat out around 120 
mph the Bonneville felt firm. 
Pressing it deep into long sweep- 
ing turns produced an amazing 
level of grip without much undue 
howling of the tires or odd 
changes in directional adhesion. 
Again I was amazed at how well 
the SSE held the course with its 
67-33 front weight bias. 

I did find, however, that the 
Bonneville has a tendency to spin 
its front wheels when accelerating 
hard in the wet from a standing 
start; care must be exercised or 
you will find yourself going no- 
place while the front wheels freely 
spin. 

The V6 engine is certainly a 
powerful beast and beautifully 
smooth. It is one of the new series 
of GM engines that use a fully 
electronic engine management 
system to handle the ignition and 
fuel departments. 

For ’89 the SSE has the latest 
generation of these new GM V6 
engines. At 3.8 liters capacity it 
now produces 165 hp and 210 
foot pounds of torque, which rep- 
resent about a 10 percent increase 
over last year’s model. It is 
hooked up with a four speed tran- 
saxle that gives effortless up shifts 
while delivering solid acceleration 
at the slam of the throttle. 

The interior is all new and quite 
attractive, with no dingle-dangles. 
The dash is made up of a large 
curved top which acts as a blind 
to shield the instruments from 
glare. 

The fascia appears to be beau- 
tifully wood trimmed, surround- 
ing the air vents, radio and heater 
controls. The wood, in fact, is an 
imitation covering, and virtually 
undetectable as such. The analog 
instruments are well displayed 
and easy to read. 

A new option for °89 is the 
HUD instrument package of 
Heads-Up Display. This features 
a special secondary unit which

projects a laser generated image 
of the vehicle’s speed along with 
several tell-tale graphics images 
relating to the other instruments 
out in front of the driver. 

I tried out this new package and 
found it a delight because there is 
no need to take your eyes off the 
road to check the dash. This a 
great plus and not a very expen- 
sive option. 

The wheel is a thick section, 

soft grip rim. The radio/tape 
player is a transplant from the 
STE model and is a fine addition; 
and most of the small buttons, 
which I have found annoying in 
some recent Pontiacs, are gone. 
_ The seating is very comfortable 
and armchair-like. Pontiac set out 
to create a perfect ergonomic en- 
vironment and has come up with 
a delightful and comfortable 
combination. Unlike the LE and 
SE models, which allow the driver 
too much movement in the seat, 
the SSE feels like a mobile arm- 
chair which puts to shame many 
of the Euros in the comfort 
stakes. The rear seating area is 
also comfortably large, with 
excellent leg and head room. 

The SSE has a huge list of stan- 
dard features, including air condi- 
tioning, tinted glass, power as- 
sisted steering and ABS brakes. It 
also comes with a killer sound 
system which is delightful espe- 
cially with the inherent quietness 
of the Bonneville’s interior. 

The Bonneville and particularly 
the SSE model will suit a lot of 
buyers looking for a comfortable 
big sedan. The SSE model with its 
special body treatment, wheels 
and paint are my pick. 

After my third sampling of 
Pontiac’s return to traditional big 
family sedans, I am impressed, 
and happy tc say that Pontiac has 
finally got a good handle on 
building satisfying family sedans 
that offer just what most drivers 
either need or want.
